Grant’s Letter. 

NEW YorK, May 19.—The following letter 
from the ex-President to Senator Jones of Ne- 
vada is published here: 

CiTyY OF MEXICO, April 24.—My Dear Senator: 
‘I see by the latest dispatches received here 
from the capital of our country’ that 
the dead-lock in organizing the 
Senate is not yet broken, and 


that nothing has been done by the President to 
allay the bitterness which must be engendered 
by his most recent appointments. When the 
first batch of nominations for New York 
was sent in 1 was delighted. I believ- 
ed then the President had determined 
to recognize the Republican party 
and not a faction, but his nomination 
of to-day convinces me that his first act was 
but the spurt of a deep-laid scheme by some- 
body to punish the prominent leaders for be- 
ing openly friendly to me. I cannot believe 
that General Garfield is the author of this poli- 
cy. I give him credit for being too big a man 
to descend to such means for the punishment 
of men who gave him a hearty support in his 
election, and who are disposed to give him 
| such support now, for the offense of having 
} had a former preference for 
ore else for the oftice which he 
now holds, bet Garfield isthe President and 
is responsible for all the acts of the Adminis- 
tration. Conkling and Platt are the chosen 
Senators fromthe great State of New York, 
and that, too, against all the opposition ofjthe 
Administration created by the’ same et 
that elected them. This should give them 
all the stronger claim to be consulted in the 
matter of the appointments in their State, 
When it comes to filling the most influential 
ofticein their State without consulting these 
Senators it is a great slight. When he selects 
the most offensive man ’to be found it 
becomes an insult and ought to be resented to 
the bitterend. I sincerely hope the President 
will see this and correct his mistake himself

THE DISASTER TO THE DOTEREL. , 

LONDON, May 19.—Advices from St. Vincent 
state that details have been received there of 
a disaster to the British sloop of war Doterel, 
which was mete hn a Sandy Point, in the 
Strait of Magellan, itlvolving the loss of 143 
lives. There were two explosions. The first 
is supposed to have been the bursting of the 
boiler used in condensing the sea water.

Although 
the next election is of great importance 
for the reason that the next Legislature will 
redistrict the State, yet the temperance line 
will be drawn in favor of those men who 
will support temperance laws; that the State 
Constitution of the State shall be so 
amended ais to empower the 
General Assembly to prohibit the manufacture 
and sale of liquors; that itisthe duty of tem- 
perance men to attend all necessary meetings 
of both poltical parties and see that only 
temperance men are sent tothe State 
and County Conventions; thatif the great po- 
litical parties failto nominate candidates who 
are in tavor of temperance, then a Convention 
will be called to nominate a State Temperance 
Ticket; that the co-operation of the National 
Woman’s Temperance Union will be asked to 
help usin this work,

The Glorious Climate of California— 

San Francisco Hotels and Theaters. 
Special Cor. of the Post-Dispatch. , 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 11.—To the Missis- 
sippivallian the Golden Gate and the sunny 
shores of the Pacific Coast have a luster inivis- 
ion that language fails to express. Little do 
they realize that the vast plains are as barren 
in appearance as an Illinois prairie after an 
autumnal fire, at least for one-half of the 
year. And more, that the vast mountains 
that skirt these pent-up. plains area 
bleak waste, actually repulsive to the sight 
from the ungainly appearance of the chapar- 
ral or shaggy brush that alone covers the 
most inviting spots on these huge iasses of 
towering earth; their snow-capped peaks 
furnishing tbe only relief the wearied eye can 
find in the broad scope of vision possible from 
some selected peak in an atmosphere (during 
the fogey season Which alike last half the 
yez3) that seemsas lucid as thought on a 
morning foNowing a bacchanalian reign of 
twelve or fourteen hours. 

So much for the real contrast between what 
ycur beau ideal of California is and what the 
weary, worn tramp finds when he shall have 
“jumped” and been “fired” no less than a 
thousand times on his trans-continental trip, 
bearing meekly the gnaw of starvation for 


days in the hope of “some time’”’ and ‘‘some- 


how” reaching that golden land where milk 
from the richly alfalfa fed cow flows by the 
gallon and honey from the mountain sage 
runs in sluices, only waiting to be barreled 
and shipped by the ton to seme foreign shore;

A WOMAN ON THE GIBBET. 


Sophy Perovsky’s Speech Before Be- 
ing Hanged in St. Petersburg. 
From the New York Sun. 

On the trial of Sophy Perovsky, the Rus- 
sian woman of noble family recently hanged 
in St. Petersburg as a regicide, when leave 
was finally given her to speak in her own be- 
half, she said: 

‘*In 1869, being then sixteen years old, and 
having gone through the usual school studies, 
1 fitted myself fora teacher. In 1870 I taught 
a village school. I soon found out that the 
Government by its system of despotic inter- 
ference with the affairs of the peasantry was 
putting insurmountable obstacles in the way 
of their normal, intellectual, moral and 
economical development. In 1872 I was 
forced to leave the school, and I joined the 
revolutionary party. Since then [ have 
served the cause. Several times I was ar- 
rested and tried for taking part in the revo- 
lutionary propaganda. In 1878, without any 
trial, but by administrative order, I was 
transported to the province of Ofonotzk. 
I escaped, dropped my i name, and 
procured false passes. My part in 
the Moscow explosion of 1879 is known to the 
Court. Since June, 1880, I have been living 
in St. Petersburg with a woman whose name 
I don’t want to give here. Geliaboff came to 
live in my rooms, and by order of the Execu- 
tive Committee we began preparations for 
the event of March 13. Being an agent of the 
committee, I knew everything about the 
means to be resorted to. I was charged with 
the duty of finding out where and when the 
Czar could be met with. In the morning of 

March 13 I brought two bombs into the 
rooms of Hessy Helfman. But whence the 
bombs were brought and how many persons 
were charged with the duty of throwing them I 
don’t choose to say. I drew the mapin order 
to show the station appointed for each of my 
comrades, and it was to whom the bomb 
throwers had to look for directions on the 

lace of action. I made signs with my hand- 
cerchief, and they moved and acted according 
toour agreement. I had no bomb myself, for 
we baa not enough of them for all of us. I 
stood on the other side of the Catherine Ca- 
nal and observed the effect of both explo- 
sions. That is ali I want to say of the practi- 
cal part which I took in the revolutionary 
movement. 

‘‘As to the motives that induced me to join 
the revolutionary party Lean say this: The 
principal task of our party is to awaken in 
the people a consciousness that they have the 
rightand power to govern themselves. To 
solve this intellectual problem our party 
hoped to gradually raise the intellectual and 
moral level of the 7 to improve their 
economical condition, and so to develop this 
consciousness of their civil rights; aud there- 
fore the members of the party settled among 
the peasantry 1n different capacities and ecir- 
ried on a peaceful, social propaganda. But 
the Government, bv a series of severe re- 
pressive measures, made our peaceful work 
impossible. Then our party, after a long 
hesitation, was forced-to undertake a politi- 
eal struggle against the Government as the 
chief obstacle in our way. Once on the polit- 
ical arena we could not help adopt the terror- 
ist policy. Our relentless persecution of the 
late Czar Was, on one side, an answer to his 
relentless pee org of our party, and on 
the other it was the result of our conviction 
that he would never change his ruinous in- 
ternal policy. I admit that Iam a memberof 
the party of Narodnaia Volia (the Will of 
the People), and am an agent of the Execu- 
tive Committee. The party of Nuarodraia 
Volia is far from having a desire -to 
impose onthe public and on the people at 
Jarge any institutions whatever, or any form 
of government; it has only adeep conviction 
that bv and by the people and society will 
adopt its social ideas and will realize them. I 
consider it my duty to say a few words for 
some of my comrades. Hessyj Helfman, be- 
ing in charge of the conspirators’ rooms, was 
connected with the party of Narodnaia Volia, 
but she had no knowledge of or part in the 
terrorist acts. Mikhailoff, too, had no part 
in these acts, took no share in the prepara- 
tions for the eventof March 13, and was 
not among those who were charged with the 
duty of throwing the vombs; in short he had 
no part whatever in the event of March 13. 

‘*‘Many, very Many accusations have been 
peepee upon us by the Prosecutor. As re- 
gards the practical part ofthese accusations, 
I will not say a word; I have admitted all of 
them. ButI most solemnly protest against 
his accusing me and my comrades of immor- 
ality, cruelty and contempt of public opinion. 
I am sure that those who know our life and 
the conditions under which we have had to 
act will not throw a stone at us—will not’ac- 
cuse us of immorality or cruelty. And now 
ior my single and last request: [ do not ask 
mercy, but I demand that in dealing with 
me no favor shall be shown because of my 
sex.’

-DETECTIVES AT WEDDINGS. 


Gentlemen in Faultless Attire Who 
Loiter Near the Presents. 
From the New York Sun. 


There are in New York a hundredor more 
weddings in the course of a year, where there 
is acrush of guests in full dress, where ladies 
who have passed their youth feel it allowable 
to wear a Ith of diamonds, and where the 
displays of Presents Surpass the show-cases 
of fashionable jewelers. These weddings, 
and other social gatherings of the same clasg 
of persons, are avery paradise of thieves and 
pickpockets, when, as occasionally happens, 
they can gain admission in the guise of a 


j guest. This, as will be imagined, few pro- 
y 


fessionals can do without the risk of being 
bowed to the door by the host as strangers in 
unwarranted dress coats; yet many simple 
and shrewd devices are used to maintain a 
footing once obtained in such assemblages, 
Efforts are made to scrape acquaintanceships. 
References are boldly made to some previous 
social assemblage. e thief must have spe- 
cial giits and a special traiming. 

Yet it is not professional thieves that those 
who get up fashionabie entertainments 
chiefly fear. The most dangerous class, be- 
cause the most numerous, are included 
among the invited guests, and are called, 
when detected, kleptomaniaes. 

For almost every large and fashionable 
wedding there is a request made upon In- 
spector Byrnes, injcharge of the detective 


the array of presents, and in general to pro- 
tect the house and its guests from loss by 
theft. Among the central office detectives 
on whom this dutv frequently fails is George 
W. Lanthier. Heis a young man of rood 
address and appearance, who wears a fine 
diamond in his shirt front, and whose clothes 
fithim. His fellow detectives say that when 
he is arrayed ina Prince Albert coat, with 
silk facings, for an afternoon wedding, 
there is nothing left to be asked for by the 
most critical observer, but when he .appears 
attired in full costume, for an evening wed- 
ding or reception, language fails. Mr. Lan- 
thier was sought out yesterday. He said his 
— were simple, and for most part agree- 
able. ) 

‘The first thing I do,” he said, ““when I go 
to a reception is to take a look through the 
house, up and down stairs, in order to ac- 
quaint myself with the different rooms as 
well as with the disposition of valuable ar- 
ticies. For this reason I generally goa 
short time before the guests are expected. 
While the guests are arriving I usually stand 
in the hall to watch them asthey enter. Lam 
very apt to know a professional thief by his 
face. Where the presents are very numerous 
and valuable, | generally have the smaller 
ones, such as the diamonds and other jewelry, 
Which a person could pocket and carry away 
readily, put on a table by themselves. Then 
I take a seat nearthem. Iam _ supposed, by 
those who see me, to be a guest. If anybody 
guesses otherwise, I am contented they 
should have their opinion. I inform myself 
about the presents, and when guests come 
up toinspect them,tbey naturally fall to talk- 
ing to express their admiration. I am able 
to tell them about the presents. One guest, 
therefore, sees me talking with another, and 
he is not likely to remark that I remain in 
one part of the room the afternoon ar even- 
ing. If] sat still and said -nothing, I would 
soon become an object of notice. 

“T have never,’’ continued Mr. Lanthier, 
“been compelled to make an arrest at a re- 
ception, although I bave attended many 
dozens of them, nor have I ever seen an at- 
tempt to steal a valuable present. If a pro- 
fessional thief gets into the assembly by 
chance, he probably Knows what my presence 
means, and if anvbody else has any designs 
on the presents,be discovers after a time that 
they are never left alone. 

‘IT have seen many very brilliant arrays of 
presents; large diamonds and rubies of very 
great value, chests of silverware, pyramids 
of the finest cut-glass decanters, antique cups 
and costly fans. I never saw a lady in such 
un assembly whose jewelry was guarded by a 
detective; but Ihave seen some of middle 
age and older, various parts of whose dresses 
were decorated with great clusters of dia- 
monds. To these small weddings and recep- 
tions come the same set over and over again, 
and a person who attends them soon learns to 
know their faces and names. 

**‘As to personal treatment, the guests at 
the assemblies I have attended have aiways 
addressed me with courtesy, and I do not see 
how they could have done otherwise, even 
whenthey knew mv business, for I never 
sought acquaintanceship, while I have always 
been willing to talk on any subjeet I knew 
anything about, and I never ask questions 
about matters that don’t concern me. 

Sto1ies are told by detectives of ladies, 
whose families are of the highest respecta- 
bilitv. whom they have pointed out tothe 
givers of entertainments as having stolen 
valuable presents. In several cases related 
to the reporter, the valuables were recovered 
under threats of arrest, and scandals resulted. 
In others,the host was unwilling to make ac- 
cusations preferring to avoid the scandaljthat 
would follow an exposure. In one ease a lady 
fxinted when she was excused. She would 
not confess, and she was not searched, but it 
was afterwards said that a diamond ring was 
returned by her father, an action which the 
detectives whotold the story criticised as 
inexcusably simple on the father’s partif he 
hadin view merely the reputation of his 
daughter. It issaid that several series of 
thefts have been committed by young men so 
fascipated with society life that they lived 
beyond their means, and at bast were driven, 
by what appeared tothem necessity, to steal. 

Two or three vears ago a young man of 
this class purloined several watches and oth- 
er valuable articles from the houses of Chief 
Justice George Shea, of the Marine Court; 
Jokn D. Townsend and others, at a series 
of entertainments running nearly through 
the season. A warrant was issued for him, 
but he escaped arrest. He had formerly 
moved in good society of right, but he had 
iptroduced himself at the first of this series 
of entertainments by sheer impudence. He 
committed so many thefts that at last he was 
watched, but even then he escaped with his 
booty without being detected, and it was said 
that the evidence against him was largely in- 
ferential.

A Picturesque Old Pioneer. 
From the Del Norte Prospector. 


Forthe past six months Col. Pfeiffer has 
been bedfast and at no time have hopes been 
entertained of his recovery. On Wednesday, 
April 6, 1881, at about 11 o’clock, he died. His 
last request was tbat he be buried quietly and 
unostentatiously. He was interred among the 
foothills overlooking his beautiful ranche, 
with no crowdor ceremony, only five being 
present. 

Col. Albert H. Pfeiffer was bornin Fries- 
land, on the coast of Holland, in October, 
1822. His father is, or was, a Lutheran min- 
ister and his mother was of Scotch descent, 
from a Seotch noble family. He left his 
native country when twenty-two years of 
age and came directly to the west as a soldier 
in the ranks. He married aSpanish girl of 
Abequin, New Mexico, when about thirty- 
four years old, by whom he had two @r three 
children, only one of whom is alive. 

It was at this point in his life when he 
gained national celebrity. _ He was in com- 
mand of Fort Macrae and was taken ill. 
There are some hot springs located about six 
miles from the fort and near the Rio Grande 
River. Himself, wife and another lady, with 
a escort of ten soldiers, went there to bathe, 
and while he was still in the bath the Apache 
Indians rushed down on them, whoeping and 
yelling like the demons that they were, and 
frightened the soldiers so that they took to 
their heels and escaped; but not so with the 
ladies—both were shot dead. Col. 
Pfeiffer leaped to the bank, grasped 
his rifle and fired, killing one of the fiends; 
but the odds was too great, and his only 
escape was in running and plunging into the 
river, which he did, but not before two ar- 
rows, one of which was poisoned, had been 
lodged in his left side and leg. He managed 
to swim the river, found medical aid, and 
soon recovered from the wounds. Tien it

The 
seal is not the proper reyal one, but that of 
the State of New York during tbe reign of 
George 1lIl.—a seal not cast until forty-six 
years after the granting of the charter to 
William Penn. The members of the Penn- 
sylvania Historical Society are now anxious 
to know what has become of the original 
charter. It may not be generally known that 
certain real estate in Pennsylvania is still 
held by the Penn family, now represented by 
Colonel Stuart.

DRUNKARDS AND DIPSOMANIACS. 


Tests for Telling Habitual Drinkers 
From the Victims of Disease. 
From the New York Sun. 


There has been of iate a good deal of dis- 
cussion concerning habitual drunkenness, 
much sympathy being expressed for the in- 
ebriate, on the supposition that his habit of 
dram drinking has become a disease. To say 
thata man is ‘‘dipsomaniac” has been so 
wideiy accepted as, at least, a partial excuse 
for intoxication, that it has become desirable 
to ascertain where to draw the line between 
the deinking man who is fully res ponsible for 
his acts and the one who is not. For this 
purpose a reporter visited a doctor who has 
had considerable experience in the treatment 
of alcoholism. 

‘‘At what point does the drinking man be- 
come a dipsomaniac?’’? the reporter asked. 

‘‘A man who is called a hard drinker,” 
said the Doctor, ‘*mav never become a dip- 
somaniac. There is a wide difference be- 


‘‘Do you mean that habitual drunkards 
who have tried in vain for years to break the 
habit are not dipsomaniacs?’’ 

‘‘A large percentage of habitual drunkards 
are not dipsomaniacs, though they may wish 
to be so consiaered. While it is true that the 
dipsomaniae may eventually become an hab- 
itual drunkard, habitual drunkenness is not, 
and does not eventnally lead to dipsomania. 
The dipsomaniae is such long before he be- 
comes an inveterate drinker; that is, if he 
ever becomes one at all, which by no means 
follows. The eommon drunkard becomes 
and continues as he is, through habit. We feel 
sorry for the dipsomaniac as we do for any 
other insane person, but we can have no verv 
deep commiseration for the ordinary inebri- 
ate, who can generally break up his habit 
more easily than he is willing to acknowl- 
edge.” 

‘‘What, then, is the difference between the 
dipsomaniac and the drunkard?” 

‘Dipsomania is a form 6f moral insanity, a 
monomania. [tis a mental disease, whose 
most marked symptoms isa morbid craving 
for stimulants, an insatiable appetite for 
them whieh is wholly beyond the control of 
the sufferer. Sueh an individwal may have a 
disgust for aleohol and even be noted in gen- 
eral for abstemiousness; yet, when the de- 
self-respect, social 
position, and all good influences lose their 
power, and he becomes practically another 
man. Esquirol tells of a merchant who be- 


nually reducing himself to beggary. The at- 
tack being ended, he reswmed business and 
made money until another impwise set in.” 
‘*What is the cause?’’” 
“Tt is not always easy to get atit. Inthe } 


predisposed to mental derangement, and may 
follow any great moral disturbance. Here- 
ditary tendencies to mental anxiety may be 
so great that small quantities of alcohol will 
startup the disease. Other morbid condi- 
tions, such as a tendency to suicide, often su- 
pervene. In drawing a distinction between 
the two classes of drinkers, Trelat, of Paris, 
observes (De la Folle Lueide, p. 151): 
‘Drunkards drink when they finda favora- 
ble occasion; in dipsomania the patient } 
drinks only at the moment of the aceess.’ ”’ 
**Can the desire of a person to drink almost 
anything asa stimulant, when deprived of 
alcohol, be taken as an evidenee of dipso- 
mania’’? 

“Tt could be, if taken in conneetion with 
other corroboratory symptoms, particularly 
if the — were what is called a periodi- 
cal inebriate. One of my patients, undowb- 
todty 6 eas used to steal common 
alcohol from my spirit lamp; another would 
drink largely from a can of keroseme, and a 
third nearly killed himself by drinking a 
quantity of dilute carbolic acid. <Any of 
them will drink of such fiery ffuids as chol- 
era mixtures, and ammenia an@ ether are 
readily taken by them. The only wonder is 
that they do not kill themseives oftener by | 
such experiments.’’ 
“What steps would you advise in order to | 
ascertain to a certainty whether a person 
was or was not dipsomaniac?’’ 

‘‘In many cases the difference will be ap- 
parent enough. In order, howeVer, to pre- 
vent injustice being done, F should, inall 
cases of doubt, consult a physician who had 
made such matters a specialty, Exhaustive 
ae should be made as to any sign of 
mental derangement in the patient, also as to 
whether any hereditary morbid tendencies 
existed. The same diificulties exist in dis- 
pap some cases of habitual drunken- 
ness from dipsomania as arisein separating 
the kleptomaniac from the common thief, In 
the greater number of eases, however, I 
think you will be able to distinguish, from 
the hints you have gatbered to-night, the 
true dipsomaniac from the _ inveterate 
drinker.’ 

“Do you not think that great injustice 
is often dome, not only by society at large, 
but by the courts, in judgments of drink- 
ers? 

“UT nquestionably.’’ 

“*W hat is the remedy?” 

‘“‘Nothing presents itself to my mind as 
likely to offer much aid, except the fuller en- 
lightenment upon such questions, not only of 
our magistrates, but of the people them- 
selves. There are many persons, drinkers 
and non-drinkers, now punished as crimi- 
nals, who should be treatéd physiologically 
as diseased persons. But none need enlight- 
ened, diseriminative treatment more than 
those who drink.”

ROUGHING IT IN RUBBER. 


Capt. Paul Boyton Tells About His 
Peruvian Adventures. 


His Plan for Blowing Up the Chilian Nas 
~ -vy and Why It Fell Through. 


Captain Paul Boyton isat present visiting 
the city, antl is stopping at the Lindell. A 
POST-DISPATCH reporter ran across him in the 
rotunda this morning, and had an interesting 
talk about his Chilian experiences. Boyton is 
looking well. He is fat and ruddy, with a bright 
blue eye, andasmile all over his face. Ke | 
has, however, two grievances; he | 
wildly objects to the papers calling him 

a‘‘floater.’’ Hesays that a floater is dead, 

and that he is just about.as lively as anybody. 

He also protests against spelling his name 

‘““Boynton.’’ He says that this has become 2 

nuisance to him; that he refuses to receive 

telegrams directed in this way and that he 

appends @ all his programmes the 

statement @iat his name is plain Boyton, with 

no‘‘n’’ irthe middle. Barring these matters, 

the Cagtain is ali serene. He is 

working .away at his new  500-page 

book, entitled, ‘‘Rougbhing It in Rubber.’’ 

and expects to have it finished byfall. fle 

leaves St. Louis on Saturday morniny for St. 

Paul, Minn.* He will start trom that place on 

May 30 for a trip dowm the river, arriving here 

in about ten days. He will lay over for a 

rest in this city, after which 

he will run down to Cairo to 

complete his trip. The Captain does not in- 

tend to exhibit much this summer. He will 

hunt some secluded ‘nook, and putin hard 

work upon his P 

‘<yYou see,’’ {said he, ‘‘I] came- pretty near 
going up in this Peruvian War, and I 
want to have my book ready in case anything 
should happen. My notes are in such a s‘ate 
that nobody could use them but myself. I 
have served under four flags— the 
French, American, Mexican and Peruvian— 
butI never got such a turn as I did that 
time.’’ 

‘*‘It was a close call for a while, was it?’’ 
‘Well, yes, pretty much so. I went to Peru 
toengage ina hazardous work. I met Don 
Nicholas de Perola, the Dictator ot thé Pe- 
ruvian Republic, at the Paris Exposition 
and entered into an arrangement with him. I 
was to goto Peru, be made a Captain inthe 
Peruvian Navy and allowed the useof a steam 
launch and a sufticient number of assistants. 
Besides this, i wasto be paid $200,000 for the 
first Chilian man-of-warlI blew up, $250,000 for 
the second, $300,000 for the third, and soon. 
These are pretty steep figures, but the risk 
was enormous. I increased the scale of prices, 
because the danger increased after each at- 
tempt. TheChilians had three vessels, the 
Huascar, the Blanco and the Corcoran, and 
if these conld be put out of the way 
the war wouki be over. So, you see, Nicholas 
was willing to put up quite freely.’’ 

‘‘Why did the plan fall through?’’ 

‘‘I never got the steam launch nor any oth- 
ers I needed. Besides this the blockading fleet 
was very watchful. Spies had reported my 
presence among the Peruvians, and every 
precaution was taken. The blockading fleet 
would cruise ap and down betore Chorollis all 
day, but would put out to sea 
when darkness came on. Then the 
water was so phosphorescent that the 
danger of being discovered was largely 
increased. Theorder had been issued that 
all torpedo men should be hanged, and my 
men on the sloop were afraid to go near 
enough to a vessel to put me off within reason- 
able distance of it.’’ 

‘¢What method would you have adopted to 
blow up the vessels?’’ 

‘‘T have a torpedo and a method of my own. 
The torpedo is conical shaped and contains 100 
pounds of dynamite. Toit is attached a line, 
with a piece of rubber about a footin diame- 
ter, with tne principle of what the boys calla 
‘‘sucker.’’ My plan isto swim out with the 
torpedointhe patha shipis coming. When 
Iam in water, especially at night, it is 
very nard to see me, as all that is visible is fhe 
top of my head and a small part of the tor- 
pedo. Whenthe ship strikes me, I catch hold, 
reach my arm round the bow, and with one 
slap. fasten the sucker to the side. The line 
runs around the bow, and the torpedo floats 
down the other side until held by 
the line. As soon as the torpedo is 
fastened in this way the motion 
of the water puts a set of flanges in motion, 
and after a certain number of revolutions the: 
torpedo explodes. Of course, in the mean- 
time, I have swam down by the side of the 
yessel and she has left me astern. 
am in danger-of being struck, however, 
by a flying beam or something of 
that sort, and I amin greater danger of being 
seen and fired at. One night, 1 took a boat’s 
crew and pulled out of Chorollis forthe pur- 
pose of ascertaining just how watchful the 
Chilians were. We could see a vessel cruising 
away out in the distance, steadily sailing up 
and acWn  a_ track about _— eight 
miles in Jength. I fixed a small 
powder kég, peed up, and arranged it with a 
float. 1 placed it as near %8 PQgzible in the line 
she was sailing, and pulled in with my men } 
and hid among the rocks to await develope- 
ments. My object was to see whether I would | 
be safe in working for,the keg presented avout 
the same appearance that I would in 
the water. Well, the vessel ap- 
proached pretty near the keg, but 
soon we could hearacommotion on board, 
and the next moment the water was torn with 
myriads of mitrailleuse balls. A perfect shower 
of lead rained into the water allaround. If I 
had been out J would have 
been torn to shreds. Thev_ started the 
report that one See captured a torpedo, but 
the old powder keg arrangement was not worth 
twenty cents. Another time I was surprised 
while preparing to swim out with a torpedo 
and I spent two days hiding in a cane, with no 
food and no clothing but my rubber suit. The 
failures disgusted me. I sunk nothing but a 
transport, but I worried the Chilians so that 
they took the fleet out to sea and kept it 
there.’’ 

Capt. Boyton tells an interesting story of 
his escape on another man’s passport. He 
says that since Don Nicholas has fied to the 
mountains he looks for nothing but subjuga- 
tion for the Peruvians.

Process of the Police Court Questioned in a ' 
Work Hovge Case, 


A petition for a writ of habeas corpus 4s 
Mee and presented this morning in the Cirenit 
Court;by Col. David Murphy in behalf of Gus- 
‘tay Kiburz, a young man 18 years of age, con- 


volved points of general interest, and eounsel 
gathered around the barin some numbers to 
hear the result of the applica- 
tion. It seems that Kiburz was 
summoned ‘before the First District Police 
Court for Selling lottery tickets: He failed to 
appear and judgment, went by default, asin 
ajcase before a justice for debt, the city’s pro- 
cess issuingfor collection of the fine. Asthe 
defendant had ‘no goods or chattels to colket 
upon the officers took his body and heis now 
pounding rock bythe riverside. It is con- 
tended in behalf ofthe young man that ne 
criminal process can issue exceptin the name 
of the State. The Constitution having abhol- 
ished imprisonment for debt, it is contended 
that Kiburz cannot be held within the Work 
House walls to satisfy the city’s judgment. 
The Constitution alone provides the way for 
collecting fines and penalties, and the city’s 
summary proceeding in the Kiburz case, 
in its own name, cannot be sustained 
by the Courts. The name of _ the 
‘*State’’ must be used for all criminal process 
and the city possesses no greater right or au* 
thority for the recovery of a debt than an ordi- 
nary suitor. If that position should be sus- 
tained the Police Court judgments would be 
materially upset. Nocriminal process is suf- 
fered y the Constitution to _ issue 
without conviction and sentence, 
and the lottery vendor’s * attitude 
before the Police Court in this case was sim- 
ply that of default in an action for recovery of 
adebt. Judge Boyle remarked that the peti- 
tion might have been presented in the Crimi- 
nal Court, but he would allow the writ to issue, 
returnable this afternoon.
